Delving into Distracted Driving

Traffic is bad. Inching along 
Oak Street, you make a right onto Octa- 
via Boulevard — and immediately get 
stuck in a line of cars waiting for the light 
to change. The radio stations are all play- 
ing crap, and the density of cars is not an 
optimistic sign for the state of the Bay 
Bridge. You're bored and impatient 

— and then your phone’s message alert 
dings. Do you pick it up? Unlock it? See 
who’s texting you? And, maybe, re- 
spond? 

If so, you'll be one of millions of 
drivers in the United States who have 
been distracted by technology while 
behind the wheel. But the simple act 
of picking up a cellphone can be cat- 
astrophic: Drivers are six times more 
likely to crash from distraction than 
from driving drunk. In California, 
distraction is a factor in 80 percent of 
crashes. And the National Traffic Safe- 
ty Administration finds that drivers 
who text while driving are 23 times 
more likely to be in a traffic crash than 
those who let their phones be. At 
this point in history, fatal collisions 
involving a distracted driver are fly- 
ing past fatalities caused by alcohol, 
drugs, speeding, or not using a seat- 
belt. In an odd twist for the future 
of humanity, touching one’s phone 
when behind the wheel has become a 
massive public-health crisis. 

Although the problem appears 
to be growing worse, it isn’t a new 
issue for government agencies. The 
data above is pulled from national 
and state studies, where millions of 
dollars have been dedicated to better 
understanding the psychology behind 
distraction behind the wheel, and 
supporting educational campaigns 
that plead with drivers to “park the 
phone,” because “it can wait.” 

But thus far, no studies have been 
done on how prevalent the issue is in 
San Francisco — until now. A group 
of planners from the San Francisco 
Municipal Transportation Agency 
applied for a grant from the National 
Safety Council last year, and got it. A 
$111,393 budget will now be dedicat- 
ed to a 1-year study of exactly where, 
when, and why our city’s drivers use 
their phones — and how to stop 
them. 

John Knox White, a planning 
programs manager at the SFMTA, 
says that the money will fill in some 
vital areas in local distracted-driving 
research, which until now has mostly 
come from the San Francisco Police

Department. But the fact that cops 
have to catch drivers in the act makes 
quantifying how big the issue is a 
challenge. 

“We all see this every day, but we 
rely heavily on police citation data to 
understand what’s happening on our 
streets,” Knox White says. “It’s very 
difficult for the police who were not 
on site when a collision happened 
to cite drivers for distracted driving 
after the fact. There was a big hole in 
our data, and we saw an opportunity. 

“We don’t know what the extent 
of this problem is, but we are going to 
get it, he adds. 

With the funding, the opportu- 
nity to dive into collecting this data 
is now possible — but that doesn’t 
mean it’s going to happen fast. Juliet

Wilson, a transportation planner at 
the SFMTA, is in charge of deploying 
teams to manually count people who 
use their phones as they drive. Over 
the span of two weeks, SFMTA staff 
stood on busy street corners for a to- 
tal of 70 hours, spying on drivers who 
used their phones. 

Once you start looking, you'll find 
people doing it everywhere. “You'd be 
surprised how blatant people can be 
using cellphones when driving,” Wil- 
son says. ‘It’s very easy to spot.” 

In addition to the physical pres- 
ence of employees counting, the 
SFMTA released a crowdsourcing 
survey in November 2017 so that 
the community at large could report 
hotspots for distracted drivers. More 
than 1,000 responses have rolled in

over the past two months, and the 
data is starting to show patterns: 
Eighth and Bryant streets in SoMa 
each have a dark red cluster of re- 
ports, for example — as does First 
Street. 

Part of the prevalence may be due 
to a general lack of understanding 
over what exactly the law is. Most 
Californians know that holding a 
cellphone up to your ear and driving 
with one hand is illegal. But other laws 
are more subtle: As of January 2017, 
it’s been illegal for drivers to hold a 
phone in their hand at any point while 
operating a vehicle. Phones can be 
used, but only when mounted on the 
dashboard, and under voice control. A 
single touch on the phone is allowed, 
but switching between apps, typing in 
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addresses into Google Maps, or flip- 
ping through contacts are all banned 
while the car is in motion. 

Laws aside, it’s truly a gargantuan 
task to get people to stop checking 
their Facebook messages, retweets, 
podcasts, or email while driving — and 
a psychological one. “We’ve built these 
things to say, ‘Hey, pay attention to 
this’, and we have to change that re- 
sponse to ‘Don't pay attention to that 
in certain circumstances, ” Knox White 
says. 

A proven method of deterring 
drivers from behaving badly is, unfor- 
tunately, ticketing them. People who 
have been pulled over on a stretch of 
road for speeding are more likely to 
slow down the next time they travel 
down that same street, and a hab- 
it-breaking tactic for preventing driv- 
ers from using a phone while driving 
may be the hefty $162 ticket attached 
to a citation. Repeat offenders can 
shell out as much as $300, an uncom- 
fortably large fee for giving in to the 
curiosity of who liked your post on 
Facebook while waiting at a red light. 

In collaboration with the SFMTA’s 
study, SFPD will up traffic patrols 
on three major streets — which also 
fall on Vision Zero’s list of high-in- 
jury corridors, or the 12 percent of 
streets where 70 percent of severe 
and fatal crashes happen. In the com- 
ing months, the cops plan to target 
hotspots like Harrison Street between 
Sixth and Eighth streets, Octavia 
Boulevard between Market and Page 
streets, and Geneva Avenue between 
Mission Street and San Jose Avenue. 

Last but not least, S.E residents will 
start to see more anti-distracted driv- 
ing campaigns around town. Several 
new ads have already been placed on 
Muni buses, alerting drivers to the fact 
that driving distracted is more dan- 
gerous than driving drunk. Facebook 
quizzes and other online education 
efforts are in the works as well. 

But how successful these efforts will 
be remains to be seen, and the SFMTA 
staff is realistic about the impact. 

“It’s a short 3-month program 
— it’s not going to change the world,” 
Knox White says about the initial 
period of enforcement. “But by May, 
we ll have an evaluation on if this is 
working. We’re going from billboards 
to ‘Can we actually change people’s 
behavior?’ ”

At age 17, Gem Gabbett was kicked out 


of their home. 

“I found myself in my last semester of high 
school couchsurfing, terrified and alone,” they 
say, Until one day I got a call from Wind Youth 
Services.” The Sacramento youth homeless shel- 
ter provided mental health support, transported 
Gabbett to and from school, and helped them 
get on their feet. Today Gabbett, who uses gen- 
der-non-specific pronouns, is enrolled in college, 
studying journalism and communications. “If it 
weren t were those resources, I probably would 
be telling a very different story,’ Gabbett says. 

It’s not news that a large number of people 
who live on California’s streets are young. In 
San Francisco’s 2017’s Homelessness Point-in- 
Time count, 1,274 unaccompanied youth — that 
is, young people experiencing homelessness 
without their parents — were found in shelters 
and on streets across the city. Of those, 1,030 
were between 18 to 24, a tricky age that often 
falls through the cracks, as young people leave 
the foster care system with little support for 
independent adulthood. Half of those surveyed 
said they were living in San Francisco at the time 
that they became homeless, and these numbers 
reflect an uncomfortable trend: Our city has the 
highest rate of youth experiencing homelessness 
in the nation. Statewide, youth homelessness 
increased 26 percent from 2016 to 2017. 

So it’s not unprecedented that Wiener, who 
represents San Francisco in the state Senate, 
co-authored a bill with Assemblymember Blanca 
Rubio to address the crisis. Called State Bill 918, 
the Homeless Youth Act of 2018 would provide 
$60 million annually to youth-specific programs 
that would expand housing and access to men- 
tal-health services. In addition, it would establish 
an office of youth homelessness in the Housing 
and Community Development Department in 
Sacramento. 

“Once they’re on the streets youth are vul- 
nerable,” Wiener said at a press conference an- 
nouncing the bill. “Homeless youth have unique 
needs and can’t just be lumped in with the 
homeless population. You have to recognize that 
a 16- or 19-year-old has very unique challenges, 
compared with a 40-year-old who’s been on the 
streets for several years.” 

San Francisco resident Zak Franet, 23, spoke 
in Sacramento on Tuesday about his experiences. 
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Bold State Bill Calls for $60 
Million Annual Investment in 


Homeless Youth 
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Abused mentally and physically as a child, he 
had the odds stacked against him from the very 
beginning. He was a ward of the state for much 
of his childhood, and moved constantly; by the 
time he dropped out of high school at age 16, 
he’d attended 10 different schools. 

“When I was 18, I found myself on a path that 
would lead me to developing a substance abuse 
problem, and to become homeless on the streets 
of Oakland,” Franet said. “During my time of the 
streets I’ve been assaulted, harassed by police, 
robbed more times than I can count. I’m su- 
per-lucky now. I live in San Francisco where there 
is a significant investment both from the com- 
munity as well as our civic leadership to address 
youth homelessness, but you go across the bridge 
to Oakland, and those services drop.”

This discrepancy in funding is part of the 
reason why Wiener and Franca are authoring 
the bill at a state level. Two-thirds of California 
counties don’t have youth-specific homelessness 
programs. 

It’s a good bill, and an important one. But 
while the amount requested is absolutely neces- 
sary, it’s also an enormous number — making it 
a harder battle to win. “It is going to be a fight, 
there’s no doubt about it,” says Rubio. 

Wiener agrees, but he’s optimistic. “Anytime 
you re asking for more money, it’s hard, but I 
know we'll get it done,” he says.

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A Hint of Justice 


On the night of Feb. 26, 2015, a fight 
broke out near Folsom and 25th streets. Amil- 
car Perez-Lopez, a 20-year-old Guatemalan im- 
migrant, was arguing with another man about 
a stolen bike. A bystander called 911, and two 
plainclothes policemen — Officers Eric Reboli 
and Craig Tiffe — arrived at the scene. What 
happened next is not entirely clear; witness 
statements contrast those of the cops, but the 
evidence is fairly damning. Within seconds, Re- 
boli and Tiffe drew their weapons, and Perez-Lo- 
pez was shot six times. Four bullets entered his 
back, one hit his head, and another pierced his 
arm. The police stated he’d drawn a knife. Wit- 
nesses claimed he wasn’t aware that the cops, 
dressed in civilian clothes, were authorities, and 
didn’t understand their English commands. Ei- 
ther way, he was dead — and unlike the shooting 
of Mario Woods by police later that year, no one 
had captured the incident on video. 

Despite a massive outcry from the Mission 
District, District Attorney George Gascon 
announced in April 2017 that his office would 
not press charges against Reboli and Tiffe. 
Based on a report released by the DA’s office, 
Perez-Lopez allegedly had a knife in his hands 
when he was shot, supporting the police’s 
claims that their response was in self-defense. 

The case could easily have gone to trial 
after Gascén’s announcement, and it would 
have drawn intense media scrutiny, partic- 
ularly after the controversial trial of Jose 
Ines Garcia Zarate, acquitted in the death of 
Kathryn Steinle. But Bay City News reports 
that Perez-Lopez’s parents, Juan Perez and 
Margarita Perez-Lopez, are poor and live ina 
small village in Guatemala. A trial would have 
been particularly difficult, emotional, and 
expensive, and the city’s history of clearing 
police in acts of violence doesn’t bode well — 
four San Francisco police officers who shot 
Alex Nieto 59 times on Bernal Hill in 2015, 
for example, were acquitted by a jury that de- 
termined they did not use excessive force. 

But a tiny piece of justice has been served 
for the Perez-Lopez family: A federal lawsuit 
filed against the city reached a conclusion 
this month, for a yet-to-be announced 
amount. 

“T can confirm that we have reached a 
tentative settlement that contemplates dis- 
missal of the entire lawsuit and no admission 
of wrongdoing,” City Attorney spokesperson 
John Cote says. “The terms of the agreement 
are contingent upon final approval of the 
police department and the Board of Super- 
visors.” 

Meanwhile, Father Richard Smith, an 
organizer of the group Justice for Amilcar 
Perez-Lopez, calls the settlement decision 
“bittersweet.” The group plans to paint a mu- 
ral in Perez-Lopez’s honor. 

“We're not going to let Amilcar’s case go 
away, Smith says. NS

You might have noticed a new batch 
of bicycles hitched to San Francisco bike racks. 
These new candy-red rides are available to the 
public, part of yet another bikeshare program 
that started operating here last weekend. But un- 
like their competitors, these bikes have a big dif- 
ference under the hood. 

They're called JUMP Bikes, and they’re 
high-powered electric bikes. They’re dockless 
and stationless — meaning you can leave them 
locked to regular bike racks, as opposed to the 
dedicated stations required for those blue Ford 
GoBikes. And 250 of them are now available to 
rent across town. 

“An electric bike is a new mode of transpor- 
tation. It has a motor,’ JUMP Bikes CEO Ryan 
Rzepecki tells SF Weekly. “It’s not a bicycle, it’s 
not a scooter, it’s something in between.” 

If you've never been on an electric bicycle 
before, they’re bionic and fun as hell to ride. 
The upside of bikeshares is having access to 
sweet bikes that you don’t have to store or 
maintain yourself (or buy outright; electric 
bikes can cost thousands). But the most exhil- 
arating feature is the thrill of cruising at 15 to 
20 miles per hour while barely pedaling. 

“You're able to easily get up the hills of San 
Francisco, Rzepecki says. “You can go longer 
distances, you can get to work wearing busi- 
ness clothes and not arrive in a sweat.” 

Brooklyn’s JUMP Bikes now operates in 
about 40 cities, but they’re especially well-suit- 
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ed to San Francisco because of what Rzepecki 
diplomatically describes as our “topography 
challenges.” 

Like most rideshare systems, JUMP Bikes 
are accessed with a smartphone app (though 
they also accept Clipper cards, so you don’t 
necessarily need a smartphone or a credit 
card). The app shows where the nearest avail- 
able bikes are located and lets you reserve one. 
Rides cost $2 for the first 30 minutes and 7 
cents a minute after. When you're done riding, 
you just attach the bike to a public bike rack 
with the provided U-lock. 

SF Weekly tried renting a JUMP Bike, and 
found the system awfully convenient for er- 
rands and short trips. First-time users may 
struggle figuring out how to unlock the bike, 
because the instructions on the bike’s built-in 
LED displays switch screens in less than two 
seconds. But it’s pretty easy to get the hang of it 
by your second or third use. 

The main drawback is availability. You can 
find plenty of JUMP Bikes in heavily trafficked 
areas like the Castro and Financial District, but 
residents of Visitacion Valley, Excelsior, and the 
Avenues won't find any bikes for miles. On top 
of that, JUMP asks that you only lock the bikes 
on racks within a prescribed operating area — 
that covers less than half of the city. 

“We still have a lot of ground to cover,” says 
JUMP Community Outreach Coordinator Me- 
aghan Mitchell. “We have connected with most 
of the southeast sector of San Francisco, as well 
as the Mission and Tenderloin. But I intend to 
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connect with every neighborhood, because I 
know what it feels like to be left behind.” 

JUMP Bikes is trying to reach out to un- 
derserved neighborhoods; it has a low-income 
program that costs only $5 a year, and its local 
headquarters in Bayview-Hunters Point em- 
ploys 16 local mechanics. 

“Tm a second -eneration native San Fran- 
ciscan from the Bayview District. Growing up 
in this community, | felt like we were always 
last to know about these types of equitable 
initiatives,” Mitchell tells SF Weekly. “This is 
just one of the ways we can bridge the trans- 
portation gap between Bayview and other 
districts.” 

Basing their shop in the Bayview might 
help JUMP Bikes avoid the backlash, vandal- 
ism, and tire-slashings that afflicted the local 
launch of Ford GoBikes. And since JUMP 
Bikes can be locked at individual racks instead 
of group docking stations, they avoid the “wall 
of corporate marketing” effect that makes the 
Ford GoBikes kind of visually obnoxious. 

Ford GoBikes are launching their electric 
bikes here in April, so JUMP Bikes won't be 
the only electric bikeshare in town for long. 
But those electric capabilities and ability to 
operate without a docking station makes them 
the most useful company to JUMP on the bike- 
share bandwagon.

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Disturbing the Peace 


Prohibition orders have kept away 
hundreds of violent, abusive or unruly BART 
passengers — and prevented repeat offenses.

In November, a racist rant on BART went 
viral, prompting authorities to seek a prohibition order 
against the assailant. 

But some locals were quick to note online that 
the man — who yelled slurs like “Chinese fuck” and 
“Chinese n-----” and slapped another passenger near 
the shoulder and face — would be banned only tempo- 
rarily. SF Weekly investigated, and found that, indeed, 
BART cannot permanently ban someone from the 
system. 

Initial prohibition orders last just 30 days, 90 days 
for the individual’s second offense within a year, and 
180 days if it’s their third in a year. The courts, how- 
ever, can issue a longer stay-away order based on the 
severity of the incident but offenders have a right to 
appeal. 

BART has had the authority to keep someone away 
since May 2013, thanks to California legislation. Ac- 
cording to data provided to SF Weekly, the agency has 
issued 1,253 orders between the launch of the legisla- 
tion and Novos l, 2007. 

Willfully disturbing others with unruly behavior, 
carrying an explosive or hazardous material, willfully 
blocking someone’s free movement, tagging facilities 
with graffiti or inscribing material, behaving in a way 
that may harm another person or property, and in- 
terfering with the train operator are all grounds for a 
prohibition order. Urinating or defecating outside the 
bathroom is also subject to the order — unless it’s re- 
lated to a disability, age, or medical condition. 

Someone who has been arrested or convicted for a 
crime related to violence or threats of violence, lewd 
behavior, or intent to illegally sell drugs on (one of the 
trains, at a bus stop, or a BART parking lot) may also 
find themselves with a prohibition order. 

And there have been plenty told to stay away. BART 
has issued 264 orders alone for battery or threats to 
other riders, 258 for domestic battery, 128 for battery 
or threats to station agents, 54 for assault with a dead- 
ly weapon, and 49 for brandishing a weapon. 

Lewd acts and indecent exposure caused 90 prohi- 
bition orders, the sale of narcotics brought 55 orders, 
and there were 19 orders for sexual battery. 

Station agents and BART officers have photos of 
those with prohibition orders and can immediately 
take them into custody for violating the order once 
they make contact. But it doesn’t usually come to that. 

Less than six percent of prohibition orders in 2017 
were violated, says BART spokesperson Alicia Trost. 

“This data is extremely promising, because it re- 
vealed the persons who were issued prohibition orders 
overwhelmingly adhered to the order,” Trost says. 

The state bill granting BART this authority also 
required the creation of a Transit Security Advisory 
Committee. Board members use their professional 
backgrounds on mental health, homelessness, public 
safety, youth advocacy, and cultural awareness to make 
recommendations on training and keep in line with 
California’s Unruh Civil Rights Act. 

So riders with racist rants are unlikely to go viral a 
second time, and that couple who filmed an amatuer 
sex tape on BART in 2013 are prohibited from doing 
so again. If you report someone misbehaving on BART, 
chances are they won't reoffend.

Lee Discusses 
Cannabis Reform 


How we can get Congress to pass 
the Marijuana Justice Act. 


Following a brief shutdown of 
the U.S. government, it’s back to work for 
Congress. For Rep. Barbara Lee (D) of Cali- 
fornia’s 13th Congressional District — 
which covers the northern region of 
Alameda County — that means the Mari- 
juana Justice Act. 

Serving as a companion bill to the 
legislation Sen. Cory Booker (D-NJ) sub- 
mitted to the Senate in August, the Mar- 
ijuana Justice Act that Rep. Lee intro- 
duced to the House on Jan. 17 is a com- 
prehensive piece of legislation. It would 
not only remove cannabis as a Schedule I 
controlled substance at the federal level, 
it would also offer opportunities to the 
many minorities unfairly targeted by the 
U.S’s failed War on Drugs. 

Currently enjoying the support of 24 
co-sponsors, including that of South Bay 
Democratic Rep. Ro Khanna, the Mar- 
ijuana Justice Act includes provisions 


to expunge federal marijuana use and 
possession records, allow individuals 
currently incarcerated for marijuana 
offenses in federal prisons to petition a 
court for a new sentence, and establish 
community reinvestment funds aimed at 
localities affected by the War on Drugs. 

Following Attorney General Jeff Ses- 
sions’ unexpected decision to rescind the 
Cole Memo — a directive to the Justice 
Department prohibiting interference in 
legal state marijuana affairs — Rep. Lee 
believes there was no time to waste in 
submitting the bill to the House. 

“Well, timing, of course, is every- 
thing,” she says by phone from her office 
in Washington, D.C. “We’d been working 
with Senator Booker now for quite a 
while on the right timing to actually 
introduce the House version. Then, 
of course, Attorney General Sessions 
helped crystallize and recognize that 
the timing is now. So we’re taking him 
on and we're resisting what this admin- 
istration is doing and we decided, while 
they’re trying to turn back the 
clock, we’re going to try to move 
forward.” 

While there was skepticism 
when Booker first introduced the 
bill last summer that it would ever 
reach the president’s desk, Lee has 
every intention of seeing the Mar- 
ijuana Justice Act pass Congress. 

“It’s not symbolic,” she says. “I 





think people who know me know that 
'm not going to let it rest until we get 
this done — but it may not be done 
overnight. That’s going to depend on 
people registering to vote, voting for 
the right candidates, and helping us 
take back the House and the Senate. Of 
course, if we got it through the House 
and the Senate, who knows what this 
president would do, but it’s worth a try.” 
What separates the Marijuana Jus- 
tice Act from similar bills is its focus on 
giving those who have suffered under 
current and former drug laws a chance 
to rebuild their lives. It even includes the 
option to withhold federal funds from 
states for law enforcement and prison 
construction if the state in question, 
as Rep. Lee explains, “has a record of 
disproportionately arresting low-income 
people and people of color for marijuana 
offenses. We say no more federal fund- 
ing for states that do this, and so we 
intend to use the carrot and the stick in 


this bill, be- 
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cause this has got to stop. 

“We all know the War on Drugs has 
resulted in the mass incarceration of 
brown and Black people,” she continues. 
“That’s a given — the facts are there. A 
large portion of young brown and Black 
men and women have been incarcerated 
for marijuana offenses, and they’ve 
been unfairly targeted. So we've got to 
not only make sure that their lives are 
made whole; we have to ensure that we 
have restorative justice in our overall 
strategy.” 

The Marijuana Justice Act mirrors 
the discourse over equity programs in 
Oakland and San Francisco as they’ve 
shaped policies governing licenses for 
adult-use sales. 

Rep. Lee confirms that should the 
Marijuana Justice Act become law, it 
would have a huge impact on her own 
constituents. 

“This will make a huge impact in my 
district,” she says. “Many years ago, I 

was actually the first member of 
Congress to lead the efforts on 
expungement in general. There 
are now certain crimes where if 
you ve done your time and meet 
the criteria, you can go before 
a judge and have your records 
expunged. The first one we had, 
we thought we'd have a couple of 
hundred people. I think we had it 
at Laney College and 2,000 peo- 


ple showed up!” 

Rep. Lee also notes that the Marijua- 
na Justice Act would provide $5 million 
to help invest in communities of color 
— funds that would be easily offset by 
the projected $40 billion a year expected 
to be generated by the currently operat- 
ing legalized cannabis industry. Those 
funds would go into programs like job 
training, community centers, and other 
forms of restorative justice, all of which 
would stimulate the economy. 

“This is about making sure that 
people’s lives become whole as a result 
of some very unfair sentencing laws 
that the War on Drugs included,” Lee 
says. “As they say, stay woke. That’s very 
appropriate. I’m doing my work, right, 
but people have to do their work. This is 
a political movement that has to move 
forward. Every member of the California 
delegation should sign on as a co-spon- 
sor, and people have to encourage their 
members to do that. 

“So I would encourage you to let 
everybody know that they’ve got to 
help us get this passed, because it’s not 
symbolic,” she says. “It is policy that we 
must pass, and I intend to do it — with 
your help.”

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New Parent Leave Act 
provides employees with 
job-protected leave

This week's question comes from Saman- 
tha in Oakland, who writes: 


Q: “Since 2016, | have been working full- 
time for a small business in Oakland. | am 
pregnant with an expected due date of 
Apri! 2018. When | spoke to the owner 
about my leave of absence after the birth of 
my baby, she said that because she only 
employs 30 employees, | would only be en- 
titled to a six- or eight-week leave of ab- 
sence, depending on how my baby is 
delivered. Is that correct? | thought | would 
get another 12 weeks off for baby bonding. 
Will my job be protected if | take this much 
time off? | am also concerned about my 
health insurance. Does my employer have 
to continue making payments during my 
leave? 

A: Thank you for your question, Samantha, 
and congratulations. In 2017, your em- 
ployer would be correct: Both the federal 
Family and Medical Leave Act (FMLA) and 
the California Family Rights Act (CFRA) ap- 
ply to employers with 50 or more employ- 
ees, providing up to 12 weeks of unpaid 


job-protected parental leave to bond witha 
new child. 

However, the New Parent Leave Act, 
which took effect Jan. 1, 2018, extends the 
FMLA and CFRA‘s protection to smaller em- 
ployers (with at least 20 employees within 
75 miles) and provides eligible employees 
(those who worked for the employer for 12 
months and worked at least 1,250 hours 
over the prior 12 months) with up to 12 
weeks of unpaid job-protected parental 
leave to bond with a new child in the 12 
months following the child's birth, adop- 
tion, or foster care placement. 

It would be unlawful for covered em- 
ployers to interfere with or deny an em- 
ployee’s right to leave or to retaliate or 
discriminate against an employee for exer- 
cising rights under the New Parent Leave 
Act. The New Parent Leave Act requires 
covered employers to provide a guarantee 
of employment in “the same or comparable 
position” upon the employee's return, on or 
before the leave commences. Covered em- 
ployers must also allow employees to use 
paid sick time, accrued vacation pay or 
other time off over the leave period. 

Covered employers will also be required

to continue to pay its regular share of 
health care premiums during the 
leave. However, if the employee fails 
to return to work after his or her leave 
has expired, and the employee's fail- 
ure to return to work “Is for a reason 
other than the continuation, recur- 
rence or onset of a serious health 
condition or other circumstances be- 
yond the control of the employee, ” 
then the employer may recover health 
care premiums. The law will not apply 
to employers with 50 or more employ- 
ees as they will be covered under the 
California Family Rights Act and the 
Family Medical Leave Act. 

Parental leave under the New Par- 
ent Leave Act Is counted separately 
from leave taken under California's 
Pregnancy Disability Leave Law. In 
other words, leave under the New 
Parent Leave Act Is in addition to any 
time an employee takes off from work 
for pregnancy or childbirth-related 
health conditions. Employees may 
take the leave intermittently or all at 
once. 

If your employer retaliates against 
you for requesting and/or using paid 
sick day, you can file a complaint with 
the California Department of Fair Em- 
ployment and Housing or consult with 
a trial attorney to protect your rights.

Deborah Roberts’ 
“Uninterrupted”

Artist Deborah Roberts creates 
African-American girls with braids and 
smiles and inquisitive looks, but she col- 
lages them from different images — as if 
they were jigsaw pieces from entirely 
different puzzles. The pieces both 
match and are ill-fitting. A hand comes 
out of nowhere. Eyes are multiplied and 
misaligned. A face has different 
mouths. But like other artworks that 
distort their subjects through uncon- 
ventional perspectives — think of Pablo 
Picasso’s Dora Maar au Chat or Romare 
Bearden’s Evening, 9:10, 461 Lenox Ave- 
nue — Roberts’ girls are better off be- 
cause of their artistic idiosyncrasies. 

So is Roberts. Her unique collages 
have become a kind of trademark, 
and the Austin artist has exhibited 
her work with increasing acclaim. Her 
new exhibit at San Francisco’s Jenkins 
Johnson Gallery, “Uninterrupted,” is 
a chance to re-articulate her vision. 
Roberts says her girls challenge peo- 
ple’s generalized notions of Blackness 
— notions that can distort how non- 
Blacks think of African-Americans, 
and how African-Americans, including 
girls, think of themselves. 

“To me, Black beauty has always 
been put on the back burner,” Rob- 
erts says by phone from Austin. “And 
what I’m saying is that it doesn’t start 
when we're 25. The idea of who we are 
starts when we’re young. There’s a lot 
of scholarship out there about how 
Black girls are seen as less innocent. 
That is not true. There’s a cultural as- 
pect to being sassy and bright — and 
that comes off as being more worldly 
and more sexual, when it’s not.” 

Roberts, who has studied at the 
San Francisco Art Institute and has 
an MFA from Syracuse University, 
began doing collage work about eight 
years ago — after doing more con- 
ventional paintings for many years. 
The mid-career switchover from 
what she has called “Black romanti- 
cism” caused consternation among 
art-goers who were used to her more 
straightforward art. Roberts changed 
anyway. Her collage works seem more 
honest. More thought-provoking. 
More of how Roberts was experienc- 
ing the world. 

“T was doing my Black romantic 
painting, like Norman Rockwell,” 
Roberts says. “The stories I was see- 
ing portrayed on TV and the images

that I was working on didn’t match 
up. I was talking about the Black 
idyllic life. And how beautiful and 
wonderful that was. But the images I 
saw on TV were Black people walking 
around in handcuffs. Drug-dealers. 
Things like that. 

“Collage really works,” she adds, 
“because it forces you to break the 
picture up — to see individual people 
[distilled] into one face. That’s why it 
works for me. It helps people try to 
find several faces in there, not just 
one.” 

For her collages, Roberts amal- 
gamates images from a disparate 
range of sources — and people like 
Michelle Obama and Gloria Steinem 
(or at least parts of them) have 
made appearances in Roberts’ work. 
Her new exhibit’s title references 
Roberts’ ideas about her life and 
the lives of other African-American 
women. 

“ ‘Uninterrupted’ talks to the 
notion that ‘I started from the time 
I was born, and that nothing is go- 
ing to interrupt me into becoming 
the woman that I am,’” she says. 
“The work I put into the show — all 
the girls are very powerful in their 
stance. 

President Donald Trump’s elec- 
tion — and the national and interna- 
tional conversations about his views 
on race — give “Uninterrupted” a 
timeliness that Roberts doesn’t shy 
away from. 

“As an artist, you want to be an 
artifact in this time period,” she says. 
“And 50, 60 years from now, if some- 
one looks at this time period, all the 
angst of this time. they can look at 
the work and say, ‘Deborah was really 
talking about trying to see me — and 
Blackness — as human.’ Any time you 
can say, [am human’ instead of ‘I am 
Black,’ that’s better. Because when 
people see you as a human, they see 
themselves in you.”

What would you do with a time 
machine? Killing Hitler is the obvious 
choice, unless you're our current presi- 
dent, in which case youd give Hitler a 
thumbs-up and pat him on the back. But 
what about after that? 

There's another great injustice that 
needs to be fixed. But first, let’s cel- 
ebrate the fact that the First Annual 
N.Y. Cat Film Festival has come to San 
Francisco! The official description of 
the festival is “a medley of short films 
— documentary and narrative — that 
honor the mysterious felines who have 
fascinated mankind for centuries and 
continue to enchant us.” And as well 
they should, for they are our betters. 

As the name implies, the festival 
first ran in New York, where the Feral 
Cat Initiative was its beneficiary. Local- 
ly, 10 percent of the Roxie’s ticket sales 
will go to Fix Our Ferals, an East Bay 


organization that aims to end the over- 
population of cats and dogs humanely 
by making spay-neuter services acces- 
sible for animals owned by citizens and 
rescue organizations alike. 

The festival itself — which, it 
should be pointed out, is not suitable 
for young children — consists of two 
hour-long programs, Nobody Owns a 
Cat and Little Works of Art. 

Highlights of Nobody Owns a Cat 
include Sheila O’Rourke’s Jetty Cats, 
which looks at contemporary animal 
rights issues — particularly the nev- 
er-not-controversial Trap-Neuter-Re- 
turn system of population control — 
through the lens of a feral cat colony 
that has persisted on a Southern Cali- 
fornia jetty for more than 50 years. On 
the lighter side in the same program is 
Rick Hamilton’s Winter Break, a mono- 
logue by a preschool teacher (Megan 
Magee) who has only her big orange 
tabby for company over the holiday. 

Meanwhile, the namesake of Little 
Works of Art is Kim Best’s documen- 
tary about Harold “Cat Man” Sims’ 
American Museum of the House Cat 
in North Carolina, which has over 
10,000 cat-related curios in its collec- 
tion and supports a no-kill, open cat 
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shelter. Also from Ms. Best is Mittens 
from Kittens, about how the nuisance 
of cat fur can be turned into art in the 
right hands, and even lead to romance. 
(Cat fur: Is there anything it can’t do?) 
Meanwhile, Blake Kure’s Guardians of 
Recoleta looks at the feral cats of the 
Recoleta Cemetery in Buenos Aires, 
and the mixed results when well-mean- 
ing Americans — a phrase that has 
long invoked dread all over the world 
— took some of those cats and made 
them indoor-only pets in Chicago. 

Oh, and the related injustice requir- 
ing a temporal incursion? The fact that 
the First Annual N.Y. Cat Film Festival 
is playing the day before the Second 
Annual Dog Film Festival. Yep, second 
annual. In spite of the incontrovertible 
fact that cats rule and dogs drool, the 
drooling caste somehow got their film 
festival first. On the grand scale of in- 
justices, it’s pretty minor — but should 
also be easy to fix. C’mon, time travel- 
ers. Make it right. Sherilyn Connely

If you're exhausted by the nostal- 


gia industry — you know, the re-re-re- 
mastered box sets of classic albums 
released just in time for Christmas, 
the never-ending stream of album an- 
niversary tours, the ceaseless barrage 
of documentaries chronicling who- 
ever’s glory days, your local grocery 
store’s incomprehensible need to keep 
“Jack & Diane” and “Band on the Run” 
on repeat — know that you are not 
alone. The phenomenon has hit fever 
pitch, causing talent bookers every- 
where to wring their hands over how 
they will convince audiences to keep 
buying tickets to shows by under-45 
talents. 

They need not worry. Contempo- 
rary bands and nostalgia acts remain 
relatively safe as cultural institutions. 
In fact, we’re seeing something in- 
triguing happen in between these 
poles. Luminaries who could easily 
roll out a nostalgia tour and play 
whatever album is due for an anniver- 
sary in its entirety have chosen to do, 
well, not that. 

Three such acts play The Fox in the 
coming months: former Led Zeppelin 
frontman Robert Plant and his band 
The Sensational Space Shifters, The 
Who frontman Roger Daltrey, and 
Noel Gallagher, best known for being 
one-half of the pair of brothers and all 
of the brains behind ’90s rock titans 
Oasis. (Two golden gods and a bru- 
nette walk into a venue, am I right?) 

And bless them, since all three ar- 
en’'t taking the quick cash grab. While 
Daltrey has promised his night will 
include the obligatory Who hits, he 
also plans to roll out rarities and se- 
lections from his solo career. 

Plant, forever distancing himself 
from (and dogged by) Zeppelin re- 
union rumors, is carrying on with 
strictly personal projects. He released 
the critically acclaimed Carry Fire last 
autumn, folding bluegrass and coun- 
try flavors into songs that only vague- 
ly resemble Led Zeppelin III's folksier 
moments. In other words, rehashing 
“Whole Lotta Love” or “Good Times 
Bad Times” is out of the question. Do- 
ing so would seem trite anyway. 

And then there’s Noel Gallagher: 
too young to be a classic rock god, too 
old to be a hip modern legend, and 
too famous to be touted as a major 
inspiration by rising artists looking 
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to seem cool and knowledgeable in in- 
terviews. (You lose any claims to un- 
derground cool the moment you write 
“Wonderwall”.) Like Plant, Gallagher 
has spent an exorbitant amount of 
time insisting the reunion isn’t hap- 
pening — much to the chagrin of the 
British music press and Liam Gallagh- 
er’s bank account — instead building 
his solo career into something worth 
hearing whether or not you remem- 
ber when (What's the Story) Morning 
Glory? was the biggest record in the 
world. 

Gallagher released his third solo 
album, Who Built the Moon?, last year 
to well-deserved positive reviews. It’s 
crisp, smart, elated rock ’n’ roll — 
and, like Plant, it’s immediately dis- 
tinct from the records he wrote while 
involved with his respective musical 
monolith. 


So, in a strange turn of events, 
we re no longer rooting for the band 
to get back together. We're here for a 
bold second act. Elle Carroll

Until, Until, Until...

“The progressive politics of Ben’s 
performance has never been fully under- 
stood,” Edgar Arceneaux says. 

The Pasadena artist is referring to 
Ben Vereen’s performance in blackface 
at then-President Ronald Reagan’s tele- 
vised inaugural ball in 1981. Arceneaux 
watched it after the fact, about 20 years 
ago. The video he saw made such a lasting 
impression that he decided to recreate the 
live performance as Until, Until, Until... 
In an email exchange, he explained his 
fascination with the fraught but enduring 
power of Vereen’s intended tribute to Bert 
Williams, an African-American vaudevil- 
lian who performed in blackface at the 
turn of the 20th century. 

“It’s difficult to say with any certainty 
if Vereen’s performance was my introduc- 
tion to Williams,” Arceneaux notes. “But 
what I can say for certain is that it was the 
most impactful, and one that I’ve carried 
with me for some time. And over the 
years I learned more about what Williams 
did, his accomplishments, and the trag- 
edy of his early passing. But somewhere 
in that picture of imagining Williams, 
Vereen’s portrayal was a layer in my imag- 
ining him.” 

Until, Until, Until... is part of the cur- 
rent Edgar Arceneaux exhibit at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts (YBCA). The 
exhibit is one part installation and one 
part “live action play,” and it’ll be per- 
formed over three nights in February. 

The installation excerpts scenes from the 
original ABC broadcast on a small (and 
now antique) TV. 

Watching it, you can make out Ver- 
een’s doleful eyes tearing up from beneath 
his greasepaint mask. The image then 
disintegrates into colorful pixels of dis- 
tracting static until re-forming into his 
song-and-dance routine. In front of the 
TV, a large scrim hangs from the ceiling. 
The artist projects a previous perfor- 
mance of the play onto it, a sneak preview 
of the live version. 

Arceneaux explained what, if any, cor- 
respondences the two screens exchange. 

“In the installation there is no syncing 
of the videos,” he says. “The connections 
and disconnections between both films 
are associated by the viewer, making them 
in my opinion more active participants in 
constructing the meaning in the artwork.” 

Additionally, there are RGB “presenc- 
es” — shapes lit in red, green, and blue 
— projected onto the gallery walls. They 
could be atoms or molecules, but he de- 
scribes them as “a way for me to allude to 
and materialize the television signal that 
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was recorded but never broadcast. 

“They are meant to look like tumors or 
flesh and I hope have the effect of a ‘trig- 
ger in the same way that traumas affect 
all peoples when least expected,” he adds. 

The missing television signal that 
Arceneaux is referring to is the second 
part of Vereen's performance — one 
that never aired. Without that part, his 
appearance in blackface was widely mis- 
interpreted, and the actor was vilified. 
One viewer's response featured in Until’s 
trailer exemplifies the audience’s reaction 
at the time: “I was appalled and outraged 
when Vereen appeared in ‘black face’ and 
turned the clock back 60 years. ... This 
outrageous performance is demeaning 
and an insult to all Black people of the 
world.” 

Thirty-seven years after the inaugura- 
tion, it’s still disconcerting to watch Ver- 
een’s minstrelsy. When he’s juxtaposed 
against, and behind, the projection of 
Arceneaux’s play, the discomfort inten- 
sifies. 

The artist’s video includes a wide pan 
and holds on the reactions of an uncom- 
fortable audience. Be prepared: You'll be 
more than a passive participant when you 
attend. Arceneaux confirms that in Feb- 
ruary, Yes, the audience will be filmed. 

I don’t want to ruin the surprises in the 
show by saying too much about this but 
they are an important part of the experi- 


ence.” Jeffrey Edalatpour

Odds are if you’ve laughed in the 
last four years, Michelle Wolf may have 
been responsible. The 32-year-old comic 
has been everywhere, including a gig asa 
staff writer for Late Night with Seth Mey- 
ers and a correspondent role on The Daily 
Show with Trevor Noah. She was helping 
Chris Rock behind the scenes when he 
hosted the Oscars in 2016, and last De- 
cember, her hour-long special Nice Lady 
premiered on HBO. 

Of course, a comedy pedigree is 
only worth so much without the goods 
to back it up, but Wolf has plenty to 
spare. Offering a clear-eyed, incisive 
take on modern feminism, Wolf’s 
comedy punches up while remaining 
fully relatable. It’s likely why Rock and 
other stand-up heavyweights have 
invited Wolf to open on tour for them. 
Before news of his sexual misconduct 
torpedoed his career, Louis C.K. made 
a point of singing Wolf's praises in a 
2016 feature with New York magazine. 

Now there is no need for Wolf to 
rely on anyone but herself. Following a 
job with Bear Stearns, she took classes 
at the Upright Citizens Brigade Theatre 
and honed her material through sets 
at New York’s Comedy Cellar. After a 
run of Nice Lady shows (then titled So 
Brave) at the Edinburgh Fringe Festi- 
val, Wolf taped the hour-long special 
widely (and rightfully) considered to be 
among 2016's best. 

Wolf’s material pivots between 
ruminations on the 2016 election 
(where she prods the mindset of Dem- 
ocratic candidate Hillary Clinton) and 
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self-deprecating anecdotes. Like many 
other comics, she maintains an active 
Twitter presence, riffing on politics 
and offering random observations like 
“T was feeling fat and then I watched 

a video of a komodo dragon eating an 
entire kangaroo and now still feel 
fat.” 

It’s clear from the success enjoyed 
by fellow comics like Ali Wong that 
audiences are ravenous for comedians 
that do not in any way resemble C.K. 
and his peers. There may still be dick 
jokes — there are always dick jokes — 
but now the desire has come to hear 
them from the other side. Of course, 
Wolf has plenty to say about topics 
unrelated to gender, but her material 
on the subject is woefully timely and 
deadly funny. 

It won't be long before Wolf plays 
the kind of venue where you might 
need a pair of binoculars to catch her 
facial expressions. But while the rest 
of the world catches on, San Francisco 
has been given a rare chance to see her 
at the intimate Cobb’s this February. 
It stands to reason this opportunity 
won't come again, so take this chance 
to see Wolf now. It won't be long be- 
fore the next big thing is a comic Wolf 
herself name-checks in a magazine 
feature.

A former advertising art director, the English artist HUSH rethinks the dated idea of “the global village.”

In 2018, what does the global 
village look like? Like a middle-aged man 
from Newcastle, England, who speaks 
with a thick British accent; who likes 
wearing a U.S. company’s sweatshirt that 
features a Native American figure; who 
listens to charged, 90s rap; and who 
makes paintings that spotlight Asian, Af- 
rican, and European women along with 
disparate graffiti styles. 

In short, the global village looks like 
HUSH. Yeah, he goes by just one name 
— one that is essentially gender-less 
and could reference anything from the 
schmaltzy 1970s band The Carpenters 
(and their song “There’s a Kind of 
Hush”) to the Iranian village with the 
exact same name. But you don’t need 
to know HUSH’s name to know his 
artwork, and to sense its multiple in- 
fluences. HUSH leaves small and large 
clues on his canvases, which are on 
exhibit at Heron Arts. 

“The painting and symbolism are 
almost biographical of my life and ex- 
periences,” HUSH tells SF Weekly. 
HUSH, 41, is rooted in graffiti culture, 
and his works at Heron Arts have 
what are HUSH’s trademark patterns: 
vertical strips festooned with dis- 
parate, graffiti-influenced lines and 
designs — as if they were ripped from 
overlapping posters on a public street 
corner. Emerging out of these strips 
and quasi-rips are the faces of Asian 
women who HUSH draws with their 
eyes tightly closed or diverted from 
the viewer. Their hair is submerged in 
blackness and the patterns of overlap- 
ping designs. With their red, lipsticked 
mouths, the women become like 
shrouds of desire, clothed in the lan- 
guage of the street but closed off from 
the direct gaze of the viewer. 

“My works point towards graffi- 
ti-writing aesthetics, and the females 
are almost there to beautify it — to 
put it in a different context — be- 
cause it’s almost seen as aggressive or 
masculine or brutal, disruptive, and 
ugly,’ HUSH says. “With the context of 
figures, people say it’s beautiful or dec- 
orative, so I’m playing with the idea of 
how people see graffiti and tagging.” 
HUSH still paints, collages, and wheat- 
pastes works in the streets — around 
four times a year, he says — but he 
does his art increasingly within his 
2,000-square-foot Newcastle studio, 
increasingly for an art market that 
has elevated his work in value and 
stature. His most elaborate pieces sell 
for more than $100,000, he says. And 
commercial enterprises — car compa- 
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nies, makers of beauty products, and 
the like — have pleaded with HUSH 
for years to lend his name and his 
artistic sensibilities to their wares. He 
kept saying no, only to relent last year 
when the luxury Swiss watch company 
Hublot convinced him to do a designer 


timepiece. 
HUSH worked as an art director for 
advertising agencies — “I was getting 


paid by corporate companies to do 
bullshit adverts, and I wanted more 
honest work” — so he knows the pres- 
sures of commercial enterprise and the 
fervor to “brand” artists. HUSH says 
he’s still making art on his own terms; 
Hublot had virtually no input on his 
design. (“To keep my artistic integrity, 
I'll produce what I produce,” he says.) 
And his visit to San Francisco was a 
chance to surround himself with the 
hip-hop that he loves (the celebrat- 

ed DJ QBert performed on opening 
night) and the people who love his 
work. HUSH is genuinely grounded in 
different culture. He’s not appropri- 
ating them as much as he’s inhabiting 
them — respectfully, engagingly, 
provocatively. He lived in Hong Kong 
for three years, where manga comics 
became an influence. He frequently 
visits the United States. 

“Tm British, but we borrow off 
American culture all the time,’ HUSH 
says. “The first QBert tape I got was in 
1997, I think. Hip-hop. Street styles. 
Skating. Graffiti. Street art. Designers. 
Typographers. Musicians. All those 
cultures matter. 

“T’ve always traveled, and that’s 
been a big influence,” he adds. “And 
these days, the way social media is, 
the majority of people think I live in 
the States. People will say, ‘Oh, do you 
want to meet in Greenwich Village at 
12 o'clock on Saturday? And I’m like, 
‘Do you know that’s six-and-a-half 
thousand miles away?’ The way the me- 
dia works, and the idea of ‘the global 
village’ — it’s a small world. With art, 
you re accepted by a big community, by 
people from all backgrounds.” 


Four days after “HUSH: Anal- 
ysis’ opened at Heron Arts, BAMPFA 
opened its widely anticipated exhibit, 
“Way Bay,’ which takes a non-linear, 
200-year survey of the Bay Area art 
scene. By grouping nearly 200 art- 
works along poetic themes by Bay Area 
writers, the exhibit makes connections 
that are random and inspired — like 
blind dates you can’t imagine happen- 
ing but, in retrospect, seem entirely 
sensible. 
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One example is Enrique Chagoya’s 
Codex Cosmovisionarius. A dark and 
darkly humorous scroll-like work, it 
narrates the history of colonialism 
and culture clashes (complete with 
Jesus figure and Humpty Dumpty-like 
cowboy), and hangs underneath Nel- 
lie King Solomon’s In Pursuit of the 
Blob. That, in turn, is an ink, gesso, 
and sticker work that calls itself “an 
allegorical study of ambition, success, 
and failure in the art world,” where art 
students cross mythical waters to enter 
a pretend temple, and where famous 
artists also exist (including Jackson 
Pollock, who’s depicted walking on wa- 
ter Jesus-like). 

These two pieces are grouped with 
others in a room that’s united by this 
2012 line from poet David Brazil: “All 
people are our potential comrades in 
the struggle against this decrepit order 
of the world.” 

The revolution may not have been 
televised but at “Way Bay” it’s at least a 
formulated idea. 

In “Way Bay,” well-known artists are 
grouped with others who aren't. Films 
are set against paintings. Sculpture 
stands next to photos. Funny is next 
to serious. It’s like entering some giant 
art emporium where anything goes. 
You can leave the seeming connections 
behind and revel in the tiny details of 
what you see, or see what is almost

The corner of Olive and Polk 
streets is acommunity onto itself. Art- 
ist Max Ehrman found that out in De- 
cember and early January when he 
spent weeks there doing a new mural 
that attracted the area’s denizens and 
regulars, including garbage collectors, 
police officers, drug users, homeless 
people, and others. 

They got to know Ehrman, and he 
them. And they got to know Ehrman’s 
new work — an epic piece that’s the 
size of an Imax movie screen. Ehrman 
dreamed up a galaxy of swirls, shapes, 
and colors that boomerang from left 
to right and top to bottom. It’s a kind 
of cosmic spectacle Ehrman says was 
influenced by his love of nature, archi- 
tecture, and jazz. He thought of titling 
the mural Visual Jazz, but stopped 
short. 

“T like to equate my style to jazz 
and music, where one piece [of the 
mural] leads to another,” he tells SF 
Weekly. “It’s like a puzzle that tells me 
what it wants. And I experiment with 
shapes and forms. It’s just like jazz: 
It’s freestyle, where one person looks 
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literally the big picture. One example: 
Poet Micah Ballard’s wording, 

“Plenty of presences, unbelievable 
speed,’ shadows Jay DeFeo’s mys- 
terious ink and gouache piece from 
1951 called Untitled, Paris, which is 
next to a newer, bigger abstract work, 
Kenjilo Nanao’s 2009 Boxes in Terra 
Rose III, which is on the same wall as 
Wally Hedrick’s 1965 canvas, Napalm 
Sundae and a selection of Sara Kathryn 
Arledge’s glass slide transparencies 
from the late 1940s. On a single wall, 
we get an alternative history of Ab- 
stract art, where women occupy an 
important place. 

In an exhibit that reaches into so 
many corners, and resurrects so many 
works and artists that deserve more 
attention, some pieces still stand out 
for their ability to surprise — among 
them, David Park’s 30-foot scroll from 
1960, which he made with a felt pen 
in the months before he died of cancer 
at age 49. Anyone who's seen Park’s 
work knows his unique figurative style, 
which on large, painted canvases is a 
thing of odd beauty. Untitled (formerly 
Berkeley Scroll) is a tableau of scenes 
from his life, from his upbringing in 
Boston to his time as a UC Berkeley art 
instructor. Everyday scenes — people 
walking or reading or just playing in 
the street — are put on paper and 
rolled up in a way that’s like a Torah 


at another person and they build off 
each other. This past year, I traveled 
to Thailand and painted, and I always 
sought out jazz clubs. To me, it’s like 
auditory magic, and I’m trying to 
create visual magic through the same 
thought processes. I started this wall 
on the upper left with this large box, 
and from there one form played off 
the other. Even when I went to bed at 
night I was painting in my head and I 
could see it, and I wanted to get back 
to the wall to make it happen.” 

The wall on the back of the Mitch- 
ell Brothers’ O’Farrell Theatre is a 
coveted spot for street art. Ehrman’s 
work replaces one by the Italian 
artist named Ozmo, which replaced 
one by John Vochatzer, who’s a good 
friend of Ehrman’s and who works 
at the theater. (Ehrman funded half 
the new work through a GoFundMe 
campaign. The most expensive cost? 
The boom lift to transport him to the 
wall’s upper reaches.) 

His studio is near Polk and Post 
streets — just five blocks away — so 
he already knew the neighborhood. 
But it’s one thing to walk through an 
area regularly, and another to spend 
eight to 10 hours in the same spot, 
day after day after day. Near the end 
of his project, Enrman was handing 


out cookies to new acquaintances. He’s 


planning to do an “unveiling party” at 
the site with giveaways like T-shirts

and stickers. 

“Every social demographic came 
by and said hi and had thoughts,” says 
Ehrman, who also goes by the name 
Eon75. “One day I turned around [on 
the lift] and there’s this young man in 
his mid-20s, dressed nicely, with a nice 
camera on. And after an hour he was 





still there. And I had to come down, 
and he walked up to me and reached 
out his hand and said, ‘I just want to 
thank you. This past year, I was ina 
severe car accident, and I had severe 
mental brain damage. I have the men- 
tal capacity of a child’ He looked at 
me and said, ‘Nothing in this world

or other sacred parchment. “Way Bay” 
unrolls the scroll, unrolls the joy and 
humanity that Park was able to convey 
in his last year on Earth. 

Park’s work is in a room where 
curators utilize a phrase from poet 
Jack Spicer: “At the edge of the known 
world, we stand amazed.” Art-goers 
don’t need words to enjoy David Park’s 
works, or Jay DeFeo’s, or those of 
Raymond Saunders, who also (thank- 
fully) makes an appearance in “Way 
Bay.” These artists’ works speak loudly 
without formal language. But the right 
words are like conveyor belts. They 
move the art along, bringing them to 
a visceral place that lasts beyond the 
moment you see them in BAMPFA’s 
cavernous space.

ABathhouse 
Revival

Let’s say it’s 1976 and I’m 21. 


[nervously approach a nondescript door 
and press a buzzer I’ve walked past 50 times 
before working up the nerve to goin. A 
sweet young man behind a desk greets me 
in a softly lit lobby. I can hear the soft sound 
of a disco beat in the background. Since it’s 
my first time, he offers a “virgin” discount, 
presents a lockbox for my valuables, and 
buzzes me through a second door. Handing 
mea towel, he leads me to my locker. 

Once inside, we pass a swimming pool 
where 20 or so men splash around or sit 
on the side chatting and laughing, while 
others relax in a hot tub nearby. My guide 
leads me past the showers and into a lock- 
er room where I’m greeted by friends with 
a hug and kiss. I undress, rinse off, and 
head to the café by the pool for a drink 
before wandering upstairs to check out 
the action in a darkly lit maze. My senses 
are overwhelmed by the sexual energy, 
but there’s a kind of lightness, a feeling of 
playfulness. After awhile, I head back to 
the pool where a glittery drag show has 
just started. I feel as though I’ve stepped 
into something more, a clubhouse full of 
love and joy. 

At least that’s what I imagine it was 
like to visit a bathhouse in the 1970s. I 
only have descriptions that I’ve read in 
books or seen in movies, where gay men 
flocked to cities and neighborhoods twith 
hedonistic playgrounds, discotheques, 
and leather bars with backrooms, escap- 
ing their hometowns and suburbs. After 
years of oppression and discrimination, 
these men had found the freedom to be 
who and what they'd always dreamed. By 
the time that I'd found my way to New 
York in my early 20s, these pleasure pal- 
aces had all but disappeared. As a child of 
the ’70s, I came of age during a time when 
sex was dangerous, and condoms were 
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non-negotiable, but I still sought out the 
adventures I thought I'd missed. 

In doing so, I've checked out a number 
of sex clubs and bathhouses across the 
country, and they were much different 
than I imagined. I visited my first bath- 
house in the 90s when I moved to New 
York. The entry was harshly lit, anda 
mean troll behind a plexiglass window 
barked out prices and rules. Once inside, 
the smell of bleach and mildew was 
overwhelming. Obnoxiously loud techno 
blared out of busted speakers, and zom- 
bies wandered the halls searching for sex 
for hours at a time. 

The AIDS epidemic took too great a 
toll on the lives of gay men. It also shut- 
tered bathhouses in San Francisco, turn- 
ing sex clubs into dark, empty hallways of 
shame. Legislation in the 1980s banned 
“bathhouses” in San Francisco, and 
the last one shut its doors in 1987. The 
closest true bathhouse is Steamworks in 
Berkeley, and only sex clubs like Eros and 
442 Natoma exist in S.F. proper. Now that 
we ve entered a new era of HIV preven- 
tion and treatment and we're seeing new 
infection rates decline for the first time in 
decades, there seems to be a renewed in- 
terest in safe spaces for sexual encounters 
— not just in S.F, but around the country. 
New spaces have opened, often warehous- 
es or clubs, and private parties are held in 
homes or hotel rooms. 

We are long overdue for the resur- 
gence of bathhouses in the City by the Bay 
that is still known, globally, as a mecca 
for LGBTQ people. Imagine walking into 
a space where friends welcome you affec- 
tionately. You find a perch on the edge 
of the pool to share a story and a laugh. 
You meet a new friend and decide to head 
upstairs to a dark corner or maybe a sling 
for a fuck. Or maybe youd rather find a 
room full of men jerking off together. A 
while later, you wander down to a café for 
a bite or a drink and settle in to watcha 
drag show. I don't know about you, but it 
sounds like a perfect Sunday afternoon or 
evening, a brief respite before facing the 
world again the next week. We are long 
overdue for a bathhouse revival in San 
Francisco! 
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Mom and Dad 


Rated R. 

Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 

The comedy-horror film Mom and 
Dad is Brian Taylor’s first solo effort 
after co-directing the Crank films 
and Ghost Rider: Spirit of Vengeance, 
the latter of which accounts for the 
presence of Nicolas Cage. (That, and 
Cage can’t really afford to say “no” 
these days.) This film’s title charac- 
ters are Brent (Cage) and Kendall 
(Selma Blair), the respective father 
and mother of surly teenager Carly 
(Anne Winters) and her little brother 
Josh (Zackary Arthur), who must 
fight for their lives during a 24-hour 
period in which parents try to kill 
their children for no apparent reason. 
After establishing the madness in 
the larger world, much of the action 
takes place in a dark house, further 
confirming Mom and Dad as a witless 
clone of original The Purge, minus all 
the libtard observations about class 
and race that make the Purge films 
thoughtful. It’s possible to be trans- 
gressive and taboo-shattering with- 
out simultaneously punching down 
— case in point being We Are the 
Flesh — but as befits a director whose 
IMDB picture looks like he wants to 
beat you up, Mom and Dad indulges in 
some truly tired stereotypes of Black 
and Chinese people. There’s a good 
idea deep down in Mom and Dad about 
midlife crises, but the film is too busy 
pandering to its worst impulses to ex- 
plore it. Sherilyn Connelly 
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Vazante 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Daniela Thomas’ Vazante is a beau- 
tiful period piece shot in glorious 
black-and-white, but which is also in 
desperate need of tighter storytell- 
ing. It’s being promoted as the story 
of the female protagonist without 
really being about her at all, not 
unlike last year’s The Fencer. Antdnio 
(Adriano Carvalho) is a slave trader 
in 19th-century Brazil who endures 
a string of bad luck, including his 
diamond mine running dry and the 
death of his wife in childbirth. He 
is eventually persuaded to put his 
slaves to work farming rather than 
mining, and marries his big-eyed 
teenage niece Beatriz (Luana Nastas) 
in hopes of producing an heir. Things 
go from bad to worse when the pivot 
to farming doesn't go as hoped, and 
Beatriz begins to develop a friendship 
with a slave close to her age (Vinicius 
Dos Anjos). At two hours, Vazante 
has an unfortunate tendency to drag. 
Beatriz is largely in the margins until 
the marriage occurs 45 minutes in, 
and she never really develops much as 
a character — beyond a tendency to 
gaze into the distance and commune 
with nature like a female character 
in a Terrence Malick film. Indeed, it’s 
one of Vazante’s many Malickian ten- 
dencies, another being that while it’s 
lovely, there’s no there there. SC

The Clapper 


Rated R. 

Opens Friday at the 4-Star Theatre. 

Dito Montiel, who directed Robin 
Williams’ contemplative performance 
in Boulevard, rushes Ed Helms, the star 
of his latest film The Clapper. Helms, at 
his best in The Office and Cedar Rapids 
(2011), can readily convey the frustra- 
tions and spiritual exhaustion of an 
everyman. Here, as the oddball Eddie 
Krumble, his sour and uncertain line 
readings feel disconnected from the 
character. In scene after scene, Montiel 
isn't able to find or develop any organic 
or true emotions. It’s as if he keeps 
pointing the camera in the wrong direc- 
tion at the wrong time. That may be be- 
cause he’s in a hurry to make the point 
that show business, even on the fringes 
of Hollywood, is soul-killing. Krumble 
and his best friend Chris (Tracy Mor- 
gan) commute to their jobs on television 
back lots through the most nondescript 
parts of Los Angeles. As members of a 
studio audience, they get paid $100 a 
day at best, to clap and feign interest 
in infomercial products. When an unc- 
tuous talk show host turns Krumble’s 
TV appearances into a viral meme, his 
life, such as it was, begins to change. He 
becomes famous, not for having accom- 
plished anything, but for failing to. The 
movie is a less assured version of Shira 
Piven’s Welcome to Me, in which she and 
Kristen Wiig unleash the full neurotic 
potential of the “15 minutes of fame” 
expression. The Clapper only pays lip 
service to it.

Vale La Pena

Of the 12 concepts that make 
up the hyperlocal mega-corp Back of the 
House, Inc. — among them Super 
Duper, Delarosa, and The Bird — most 
are fast-casual or something very close. 
The rest home in on something very 
specific and run with it, as with Belga or 
A Mano. Restaurateur Adriano Paganini 
has a soft spot for the cuisines of the 
Spanish-speaking world, and after Uno 
Dos Tacos, Flores, and Lolinda, it was 
probably obvious that a tapas bar would 
be the company’s next foray once it an- 
nounced an expansion into the former 
La Urbana space on Divisadero Street. 

That expansion is Barvale, and 
rather than overwhelm people with 
four-dimensional towers of meats 
from land and sea or dozens of ob- 
scure gins, it sticks to the Back of the 
House ethos of hip approachability 
without feeling formulaic. The path 
Barvale sets for itself requires staying 
true to its Spanish heritage without 
putting out a menu of things every- 
one has eaten before. That it does so 
and also stays within the realm of the 
affordable is much to Executive Chef 
Patricio Duffoo’s credit. It’s an easy 
menu to navigate, half cold tapas and 
half warm — and the cold are (mostly) 
$6 each or three for $16. 

The boquerones should come with 
a “KAPOW’” cartoon bubble on them, 
because they’re stunning. Smoky and 
intense, they’re like eating dressed 
bait fish, with an appealing heat that 
lingers amid the salt. I would have 
preferred a little more of that smoke 
to rub off on the squid salad, which 
felt like a combination of its constit- 
uent parts and little more. In spite of 
having mussels in it, too, the seafood 
felt ornamental, and although the ol- 
ive oil and vinegar were balanced, sug- 
ar dominated. Basque piquillo peppers 
stuffed with morcilla are probably as 
good as one’s tolerance for cold, fatty 
sausage runs, but there’s plenty of zip 
to them. 

Consistency is strong overall, but 
on two separate occasions, the egg- 
plant escabeche came out completely 
differently. Each time, it was flavorful 
in a broadly enjoyable way — vinegar, 
garlic, oregano, no fuss — but the 
texture was velvety on one visit and 
slimy the other. 

The grilled setas (king oyster 
mushrooms with garlic and shaved 
manchego) were quite nice, owing to 
that particular mushroom’s ability 
to retain a lovely texture no matter 
what you do to it. But even though 
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Tapas pulpo, fingerlin VV 
potatoes, olives, A 
pimenton 


neither garlic nor manchego is low- 
key, there’s a subtlety to this plate. 
Same goes for the bagna cauda with 
chicory and almonds. Since almost 
every dish on this menu is salty, you 
might be tempted to skip it, but don't. 
Go with more, not less. The garban- 
zo-and-pimenton puree — which is 
to say, peppery hummus — is a good 
counterpoint. 

Elsewhere among the hot dishes 
is a plate of pulpo with 
fingerling potatoes, 
olives, and pimenton 
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only at the bar, Barvale churns out 
paella roughly every half hour, and 
there’s no attempt to make it look like 
it was the food of choice for royalty, 

so you better like socarrat, the slightly 
charred rice clinging to the bottom of 
the pan. 

There are several excellent cock- 
tails on Jessica Everett’s gin- and 
sherry-focused list, among them the 
Moorish Invasion (Spanish brandy,

A disappointing tempranil- 
lo-braised oxtail with mashed potato 
and mirepoix ($17) was much too 
quiet, but the best dish was the fabada 
with morcilla, pork belly, and chorizo 
($16). That would be three distinct 
pork preparations — including blood 
sausage — and that labor is more than 
evident, plus it’s over a bean stew 
that’s almost as creamy. 

Although the pintxos are available 
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variations all told) hap- 
pens to be on tap, which 
raised my hackles a 
bit, but it’s juicy and refreshing. Even 
though it’s almost never hot enough 
in S.F. for a quintessentially summery 
drink to work its cooling magic — 
we re more Asturias than Granada 
— it’s well worth ordering, even in 
January. 

Farther out to sea is the $11 Ca- 
nary Isle, a tiki-adjacent drink made 
with rum, pine nut, grapefruit, man- 
zanilla, and the cinnamon-y Czech 
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liqueur known as bechevovka. A few 
of the ratios could stand some tin- 
kering, as in the Salty Spaniard (gin, 
fino sherry, dry vermouth, and orange 
bitters, $11) which was light but ulti- 
mately unsatisfying, a weak martini. 
The G&T #2 was a little muddy owing 
to the celery bitters and the aloe. And 
as anod to the mezcaleria that used to 
occupy this address, there’s the La Ur- 
bana (mezcal, applejack, banana, palo 
cortado). Palo cortado is something of 
a mystery sherry, neither amontillado 
nor oloroso, and the overall drink 
starts out as a car crash until it resolves 
itself into something really wonderful. 

The measure of this restaurant 
comes in two parts. First, it’s fun. Sec- 
ond and more importantly, can you go 
here on a date, spend roughly $100, 
leave feeling entirely satisfied, and also 
walk out reasonably confident that 
your date won't think you were cheap? 
Yes, you can. Tapas bars gave birth to 
the small-plates phenomenon that 
went on to engulf the entire dining 
world — with assistance from Korea 
and Japan, to be fair — yet Barvale 
feels ruddy and vigorous. It’s as if all of 
this were new.

Valencia Street 
Continues 
to Tumble 


Five years ago, the conversation 
around Valencia Street centered on just 
how many restaurants could be crammed 
into the neighborhood. In the fall of 
2013, Mission Local noted that some 38 
restaurants had opened on a nine-block 
stretch of Valencia since 2008. 

Today, the real powerhouse of the 
food scene in San Francisco has shift- 
ed one neighborhood to the north, 
Hayes Valley. Stepping back a bit, 
the rough quadrilateral bounded by 
Haight, Divisadero, Geary, and Frank- 
lin streets has seen a huge number of 
openings over the past couple years, 
from fast-casual (RT Rotisserie, 
Namu Stonepot) to fancy ice cream 
(Salt & Straw) to mid-tier (Barvale, 
Barcino) to the upper echelon (Robin, 
Nightbird). 

Undoubtedly, the Greater Western 
Addition restaurant explosion will ex- 
ceed the saturation point, and there 
will be a market correction of sorts. 
But for now, the winnowing on Valen- 
cia went from punishing to merciless 
this past week, as Brasserie St. James 
and The Vestry called it quits. 

The former was the second loca-

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Snuggle

No matter how many boutiques 
and drybars it might share the block 
with, a bar with a beer-and-a-shot spe- 
cial is always going to be casual at 
heart. This is one of the many, many 
selling points of The Snug, the newest 
wine-bar-with-cocktails-beer-and-food 
on Fillmore and Clay streets in Pac 
Heights. 

A project by industry veterans 
Shane Matthews, Jacob Racusin, Zack 
Schwab, and Brian Shin, The Snug’s 
antecedents include lauded estab- 
lishments like The Monk’s Kettle and 
Alembic. Having replaced the already 
largely forgotten Indian restaurant 
Mehfil, it’s a fairly enormous space 
with more than a couple nooks, in- 
cluding a cozy spot up front tricked 
out with a Parcheesi board, and a 
stairway that looks as though it leads 
to the kitchen but actually opens up 
to a second level. (Well, you can see it 
from the sidewalk, but still.) 

While white subway tiles seemed 
like they were about to fade away, 
they’ve recently mounted a comeback, 
and The Snug dodges that design 
pitfall with a back bar tiled in green 
herringbone. Snazzy! (It’s also notable 
because the overhead bar menu looks 
like an old-timey train-station sched- 
ule board, so they could have gone for 
an easy joke — but didn’t.) Nobody 
whose company is worth keeping 
makes minor design motifs their no. 
1 criterion for where to hang out, so 
both the food and drink menus are 
worthy of sustained attention. 

First, the drinks, which run from 
$12 to $16. Three years ago, that 
would have sounded outrageous for 
a mostly-neighborhood spot, and 


three years from now it will sound like 
a bargain, but let’s be zen. Also, be 
aware that the wines by the glass are 
right around that price point, mean- 
ing there aren't cutesy, large-format 
money pits padding things out. These 
drinks are well thought-out almost 

to the last, especially the boozy yet 
perfumed White Lily #2 (gin, rum, 
orange liqueur, absinthe, and a curry

There’s also the flatly ironizing 
Willful Indifference (one part scotch, 
one part glass, one part ice). It’s the 
priciest one of the bunch, so don’t mix 
it around with your finger, OK? 

The Best Damn Daiquiri comes 
with demerara sugar (good move) and 
the Ultima Palabra, or “last word,’ is 
mezcal, green Chartreuse, maraschi- 
no, and lime on nitro. You get the

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sense this cocktail roster was con- 
structed around the need to maximize 
volume in a packed house, but not 
by sacrificing originality. Printed ina 
font reminiscent of an eye chart, the 
beer list includes lots of favorites — 
Allagash, Temescal, and a Henhouse- 
and-Fort Point collab show up — but 
digging deep yields some slightly off- 
the-wall hits, like a Grimm Sunshine 
Pop!, an $8 lemongrass vanilla sour 
that feels like the marriage of a kom- 
bucha with a cream soda. 

You're going to want something to 
eat with that. If you’re not down with 
Korean fried chicken (six pieces in a 
simple garlic-ginger sauce, $11) then 
consider gravitating toward a trotter 
hotdog with hamhock “ketchup,” a 
sesame naan with shitaake hummus, 
or even sea bream poke. Feeling 
goofy? There are horseradish sour 
cream tater tots with chives and “ba- 
con.” Feeling classy? Tsar Nicolai Se- 
lect caviar is under the same column. 

Airy and bright, The Snug is a 
great late-afternoon escape to read a 
magazine and ignore your coworkers/ 
roommates/biological troublemakers 
until they stop sniping at each other. 
Really, the only downside to is how 
on a weekend night it feels like it’s 
drawing the same numbers as Tiésto 
during his Vegas residency. How snug 
do you feel like getting? It’s not that 
the crush is somehow unbearable; it’s 
just that you shouldn’t even think 
about coming here to fill your stomach 
at that hour. Snuggle up any other day 
of the week.

John Maus 'first album in six years, Screen Memories, takes his baroque absurdism and applies it to lush synth-pop 


orchestration.

“Your pets are gonna die / 
Gonna die,” John Maus sings on “Pets,” 
one of the darker tracks on his darkest 
album to date, Screen Memories. Coming 
more than six years after 2011’s We Must 
Be the Pitiless Censors of Ourselves, it 


solves the Gordian knot that has plagued 


Maus since the mid-2000s beginning of 
his musical career: People don’t always 
know when and if he’s kidding. 
Critical appraisal of Maus’ ear- 
ly work erred on the savage side. 
Widely misunderstood as a hipster 
dipshit lobbing javelins from inside a 
cocoon of faux-irony, Maus sounded 
like he was doing an impression of a 
phantasm from the East German un- 
derground. It didn’t help that his live 
performances, although occasionally 
quite emotional, amounted to him 
singing karaoke to his own songs. 
But through the course of this 
decade, an entire genre sprang up to 
meet Maus on the internet’s equiva- 
lent of the astral plane. Vaporwave, 
the backward-facing electronic phe- 
nomenon that reappropriates 1980s 
and ’90s sounds and incidental music, 
owes a fair amount to Maus’ moody 
synths and clipped, occasionally 
opaque lyrics. Fond of repetition, 
Maus can come off as a messenger 
even if the message isn’t always in the 
words, and Screen Memories bubbles 
with end-times anxiety. What obvi- 
ates the old criticisms is that on this 
record, the equipment is an order of 
magnitude subtler and more expres- 
sive. No one can dismiss the results 
as a joke.

quite like the specta- 
cle of people sharing 
a listicle called “The 
Top 10 Tracks That 
Spoke Truth to Power 
in 2017” on social 
media. Or take the 
video for “Touch- 
down,” an oblique 
criticism of football’s 
destructive, hypermasculine ethos 
that focuses on a rotating athlete. 

It’s making a similar point that Todd 
Haynes made by using Barbie dolls in 
his suppressed film Superstar: The Kar- 
en Carpenter Story. Maus’ politics are 
like Horkheimer and Adorno’s, only 
with wry humor — and the desire not 
to have people “throw a rock at your 
head” by putting your philosophi- 

cal interests front and center. And 
“Touchdown” could be about the end 


advancements allow 
for a better communi- 
cation of the music’s 
apocalyptic quali- 
ties. In a way, Maus 
couldn’t warn that 
things are about to 
get a whole lot worse 
until a few things got 
a lot better. As some- 
one who describes his politics as “left 
of the left of the left,” it’s not just im- 
potent liberal outrage over 45’s poorly 
spelled tweets. While Maus is slightly 
frustrated that the album didn’t come 
out in time for him to “ride the rip- 
ples of hysteria” over Trump’s rise, his 
concerns run more to what he calls 
“the whole coming-to-be of the Silicon 
Valley ideology, sort of becoming the 
default spirituality of advanced liberal 
democracies.” 


“T built it all!” Maus tells SF Weekly. 
“It’s hard to tell all the labor that went 
into it, soldering and etching and all 
that stuff. That’s precisely why I did 
it, too: to give [the album] its own 
space. 

As a resident of Austin, Minn., a 
town best known as the headquar- 
ters of Hormel Foods and the home 
of the SPAM Museum, Maus works 
on his own terms. He holds a Ph.D. 
in philosophy and his residence and 
home studio are the “Funny Farm.” 
The high-end DIY approach in a home 
studio can liberate an album but the 
impracticality of lugging everything 
around on a tour could suffocate a live 
show. So for Maus’ set at Slim’s on 
Saturday, Jan. 27, he’ll perform with 
a full band, which is both new for him 
and “something that allows me to in- 
terrogate or explore a live concert ina 


an effort to make up for his song “Cop 
Killer,” which is not an Ice-T cover and 
which pokes fun at juvenile methods 
of resisting authority even as it ap- 
pears to endorse them. 

That “was the quintessence of rock 
n’ roll lyrics right there,” Maus says, 
“but I’m not sure I adequately hon- 
ored the one chance [ had of using it.” 

The paradox is more challenging 
and more familiar. How do you make 
a point about popular culture while 
using the idiom of popular music and 
without coming off as a loathe-able 
snob? When you're John Maus, you 
use your time on stage to demonstrate 
that everything you do is a labor of 
love and not a too-cool-for-school 
smirk. And if nothing else, at the end 
of “Pets,” the pets all go to heaven.

For a rapper considered to be among the best of his generation, Vince Staples has never given off the impression that 
he’s interested in becoming America’s next hip-hop superstar. In fact, the mere labeling of Staples as a “rapper” feels 
more like a dismissal of the man and inconsistent with Staples’ philosophy, as much of his lyrical content revolves 
around critiquing the current state of hip-hop culture, and where exactly his place within the scene is. In a 2016 inter- 
view with Vogue, when asked what he prefers to be called, Staples responded, “Drake is a rap star. I’m a person witha 
job.” The Long Beach native has gained a reputation for his tongue-in-cheek observations, sarcastic yet brutally hon- 
est social commentary, and down-to-earth lifestyle. Since the release of his 2014 breakout EP Hell Can Wait, Staples 
has put forth a steady stream of increasingly excellent releases, culminating with his sophomore album Big Fish Theory 
last year. Co-produced by dance and electronic veterans including Flume, Jimmy Edgar, SOPHIE, and GTA, Big Fish 
Theory sounds almost like no other hip-hop album in recent memory, as the album is energetic enough to be played 

at a rave, but never at the expense of Staples’ insightful and biting lyrical content. Clocking in at only 36 minutes, the 
album is dense enough that it accomplishes what most other albums could never do at twice the length, which is gain 
the listener’s full, uninterrupted attention.

Lunice Fermin Pierre II, or simply Lunice, found the inspiration to start producing music through his longtime love of 
hip-hop and the culture that surrounds it. His competitive career as a b-boy in his younger days led him to start mak- 
ing songs he could dance to. Born and raised in Montreal, Lunice is a true solo artist: He’s driven by singular, perhaps 
stubborn, vision that results in remarkably unique trap and hip-hop. That isn’t to say Lunice doesn’t work well with 
others, as his short-lived collaboration with fellow producer Hudson Mohawke as TNGHT remains a highlight for 
both producers’ careers. TNGHT’s acclaimed 2012 self-titled EP, which currently remains its only official release, made 
shockwaves. It caught the ear of Kanye West, who enlisted the duo to collaborate with him on his 2013 opus, Yeezus. 
Despite that success, TNGHT abruptly entered a hiatus in late 2013, and as Lunice told The FADER in an interview 
last September, “We knew that there was going to be some kind of electronic trap wave coming, we didn’t necessarily 
want to be a part of it.” After four years of letting that EDM-bro-trap tsunami recede, Lunice finally returned last fall 
with CCCLX, his debut solo album. CCCLX is stylistically a natural continuation of his earlier solo EPs, but the tracks 
are grimmer and stranger than ever before. “Mazerati” sounds like it could be on the soundtrack for a hypothetical 
hip-hop Tim Burton movie, and the Denzel Curry-featured “Distrust” may be the angriest thing Lunice has ever creat- 
ed. Although he has been producing for more than a decade, Lunice’s creative energy is higher than at any other point

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MOTHER LOVE

My father left my mother abruptly when I was 14 
years old, and he hasn't contacted either of us since. 
It was a crushing blow for her, and she retreated 
from the world. She was never bitter about it, but 
it was devastating. She lost the love of her life for 
no apparent reason and was left completely alone, 
except for me. We have both done our best to forget 
about him. We were extremely close for the next four 
years and actually slept in the same bed every night. 
Eventually, we began doing something that most 
people would consider evil but neither of us has ever 
regretted. It was just something that happened. And 
it wasn’t something that just happened once—it went 
on for two years and ended only when I left to go to 
university. I haven’t thought about this for years, and 
it is something my mother and I have never discussed. 
She has since remarried and seems perfectly fine. But 
even today, we sometimes send each other friendly 
messages that are vaguely suggestive. The problem 
is I mentioned it to my wife recently and she went 
ballistic. She called me and my mother sick and moved 
into another bedroom and refuses to have sex with 
me. I wish I had never mentioned it, but it was part of 
a truth-or-dare session we were having. This has been 
the situation for the last three months. I have finally 
lost my patience and I am thinking of leaving. I have 
never cheated on my wife or hurt her, either physically 
or emotionally, and I have supported her financially 
while she studies at university. I have mentioned 
going to a counselor, but she refuses and claims that 
she is married to a monster and that no woman would 
want me. We don’t have any children—so if I were to 
leave, I wouldn't be disrupting an innocent'’s life. Do 
you have any advice? 

Truthful Revelation Unmakes Two Happy 
Spouses 


I’m not a professional counselor, TRUTHS, but 
I'm gonna climb out on a limb and say that a game 
of truth or dare isn't the right time to reveal an in- 
cestuous sexual relationship with a parent. Dr. Hani 
Miletski and Dr. Joe Kort, on the other hand, are pro- 
fessionals: Dr. Miletski is a psychotherapist and a sex 
therapist, and Dr. Kort is a sex and relationship ther- 
apist. Both are certified by the American Association 
of Sexuality Educators, Counselors, and Therapists, 
and both are authors—Dr. Miletski literally wrote the 
book on the subject of mother-son incest: Mother-Son 
Incest: The Unthinkable Broken Taboo Persists. 

“There’s no wonder his wife is so upset,” said Dr. 
Miletski. “Sexual relations between mother and son 
are considered the most taboo form of incest.” 

Dr. Miletski told me it isn’t uncommon for a wom- 
an who has been abandoned by her husband to turn 
to an adolescent son for emotional comfort. 

“These women are often very insecure and needy,” 
said Dr. Miletski. “Unbeknownst to the son—and 
sometimes to the mother—the son begins to feel 
responsible for his mother’s well-being and emotional 
support. The son becomes ‘parentified’ and is treated 
by his mother as a substitute husband. Occasionally, 
this close relationship between a mother and her son 
evolves into a sexual relationship, and the substitute 
husband becomes her lover as well. The situation 
described in this letter sounds exactly like that. And 
while I’m glad this man believes he has not been 
affected by this boundary violation, [the fact that he 
and his mother are] sending suggestive messages to 
each other may suggest otherwise.” 

Dr. Miletski prefers not to use terms like “abuse” 
or “trauma” unless the person involved uses those 
terms themselves—which you didn’t, TRUTHS, but 
I’m going to go ahead and use them. Here goes: You 
say you have no regrets, and you don’t mention feel- 
ing traumatized by the experience, but the absence of 
trauma doesn’t confer some sort of retroactive, after- 
the-fact immunity on your mother. She is responsible 
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for her actions—actions that were abusive and highly 
likely to leave you traumatized. 

“In the mental-health field, we have a growing 
body of work showing that not everyone who is 
abused is necessarily traumatized,” said Dr. Kort. 

“T have seen countless men who have been sexually 
abused by their mothers who do not label it as abuse 
because they were not traumatized. But his mother 
seduced him, dismissing the sexual and emotional 
needs of a teenage boy. There is no other way to de- 
scribe this other than abuse, however consensual he 
may have perceived it to be at the time.” 

But that was then, TRUTHS. What do you do 
about your situation now? 

“Unfortunately, I don’t think his wife will ever be 
able to put this revelation behind her,” said Dr. Milets- 
ki. “I think his best bet is to leave her, move on, and 
seek therapy. A therapist will help him deal with the 
emotional upset of the breakup with his wife, as well 
as process what happened with his mother.” 

Dr. Kort sees some hope—albeit slim—for your 
marriage. 

“To gain empathy and compassion from his wife, 
TRUTHS should be willing to listen to her concerns, 
fear, and anger,” said Dr. Kort. “He also needs to invite 
her to have compassion and empathy for the vulner- 
able position he was in—but he cannot do that until 
he has some compassion for himself. Untreated, the 
abuse he suffered from his mother, as well as the loss 
and grief over his father, could be troubling to his wife 
and their relationship. Perhaps if he ever has children, 
the reality of the abuse will hit him. Parents don't 
have children to turn them into lovers.” 

And, once again, people probably shouldn't reveal 
incestuous relationships to their current partner 
during a game of truth or dare.
